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APACHES OF OLO WORLD 


THEY. ARE THE MOST DREADED 
CRIMINALS OF ALL PARIS, 


Victim Has No Chance With These 
Desperate Characters, Who Have 
No Regard For Human Life and 

, Often. Kill Wantonly—"Kissing the 
Widow” Is Fatal to the Stranger— 
Description of a London Journalist. 


In Paris there is no more dreaded 
criminal than the ‘“Apache’’—pro- 
nounced ‘“‘Apash’”’ by the French, ix 
stead of with three syllables, as ix 
America. The Apache is not like the - 
London “‘hooligan;” but he is prcwier 
to himself, unlike the criminal of any 
other city. He murders aypasentiy ‘ 
for the glory of committing the crime, 
often killing a man for no visible rea. 
son other than to boast of it to the’ 
members of his band, just as the In. 
dians whence came his name delight- 
ed in adding scalps to the lengthening 
string of gory trophies. The Parisia» 
Apache has an utter disregard for life. 
It is the daring with which he con- 
mits murder and his cool and even 
boastful air when caught that in a 
large meusure is responsible for the 
restoration of the guillotine and the 
death penalty. s 

The Canadian felon convicted of a 
capital crime speaks of the penalty 
as “stretching hemp.” The Frene. 
criminal comes of a more romantic 
and imaginative race, so he speaks of 
the guillotine route as “kissing the 
widow.” 

The Apache’s pal is nearly ¢lways 
a woman, or “Apache girl,”’ as she is 
usually call*d. Tl’: method of attack- 
ing the intended victim is simple 
erough. A woman approaches a 
She i8 always of the same type, the 
tight-fitting waist, the skirt short and 
flaring, the hat a. cheap exaggeration 
of the prevailing mode. She engages 
the stranger, willing or ‘unwilling, in 
conversation just long enough to’ en- 
able: the Apache to steal up from be- 
hind a corner or from under the cover 
of some shadow. In an insta§t the 
woman has pinned the man’s arms, a 
knife has been run into him and he 
is on the ground dying. 

The Apaches nearly always work 
with the knife, occasionally with the 
blackjack, but never with a revolver, 
except when they are fighting among 
themselvés. Their method is to sur- 
prise the victim from behind. They 
rarely attack him openly unless the 
band be very strong, for they take no 
chances. No demand for money is 
made at the muzzle of the pistol. 
Their motto is,’ ‘Kill first and rob 
afterward.” 

Though a daring criminal in his. 
work, the Apache lives much like a 
skulking hyena. The way of it is 
graphically told by John N. Raphael, 
T, who says 
in the course of his article: 

“We went to another doss house. 
On 
the way there Duvel (I will call the 
detective by this name, which is not 
his own), explained to us at the 
ewer ‘of e doss house’ waea very 
useful servant of the police force. 
‘We let him steal his provisions with- 
out interference, or get them stolen 
for him from the markets,’ he ex- 
egenity ‘on. the understanding that 
1e will pay if complaints are made 
and will ia us well informed about 
his guests, e makes a good deal of 
money out of his twopences in this 
way, as his provisions cost him noth- 
ing, and he is very useful to us.’ And 
then Duval pulled open the door, uo

These were a rug or 
a newspaper, on which they pillowed 
their heads on the brick floor, Some 
slept at the tables. There were ro 
divisions of the sexes. Men and wo- 
men slept together in their clothes.. I 
noticed that Duval never spoke to 
the proprietor, but when we got out 
he showed me a scrap of paper with a 
name on it. ‘A sensational capture,” 
he ¢huckled. He went: off and tele- 
phoned, nnd a man who had been 
wanted’ for some months was in the 
hands of the police an hour later. 

“Fradin’s is a huge establishmert 
and has six “floors. About 100 men 
and women sleep in the cellar everv 
night, but the whole‘house holds 600 
or 700. On the upper floors are beds 
upon the rope. They are a strip of 
sacking, ~ hung hammockwise, on 
which the men and women gleep and 
which are let down with a run to 
wake them up and turn them out im 
the mornings 

Besides these doss houses, the 
seamy side of Paris has its ball-rooms 
and its cabarets. The Apaches: end 
their lady friends there are extremely 
real,.so that an average of two knife 
wounds a night and one murder & 
week is nothing at all out of the way. 

There is another dosg house near 
the Halles, where the guests are so 
dangerous that the proprietress, 4 
woman, spends her night in a little 
cage, like the box offide of a theatre. 
The place has two doors. The first is 
open. And it is not until the ‘guest 
has put his twopence through _ the 
bars of the cage that the proprietress 
releases the lock of the second doo: “’ 
into the bed-room by pressing a but- 
ton.

British Matrimonial Records For 1908 | 
Contain Some Interesting Facts. | 


A blue book giving a detailed an- 
alysis of the births, deaths and mar- 
riages in 1908 in. Great Britain has 
just been issued. The specially in- 
——s part of the book is that 
which deals with the marriage regis- 
ters of England and Wales. 

Among the brides who found hus- 
bands over 70 were one aged 19, one 
aged 20 and two aged 21. Two old 


women over 75 married men over 86, 


In all seventy-seven women over 70 
were married. Three of them found 
bridegrooms under 45, twenty-six 
found partners under 65 and forty- 
eight married men as old as or older 
than themselves. , 

It is pointed out, that the number ! 
of marriages unmade by the divorce 
court is steadily growing each jem 
but at the same time there is a large 
increase in the number of divorced ; 
persons who remarry. Here are the! 
figures:

There is still a tendency to increase 
shown in the age at which men and 
wotnen marry, the average age now 
being 28.78 years for the bridegrooms, 
and 26.61 for the brides. In London 
the average age is even higher, reach- | 
ing 29.56 for the bridegrooms and 
26.98 for the brides.

What Work They Have to Do and 
Servants in the royal establishment 
hold what, in a large number of in- 
rR ni ‘are almost heréditary posi- 

ons, a 
The Doddses, Jacksons; Chandlers, 
Warrens, and others now in the em- 
ployment of Their Majesties are the 
children .or .grandchildren -of those 
whd lived and died in ‘thé royal em- 
ploy. An outsider rarely has a chance 
of entering the royal service. 

Quite 90 per cent. of the servanta at 
Buckingham Palace, and other royal: 
residences, are the sons or daughters 
of people employed in some capacity 
or other by royalty, or of tenants on 
the royal estates. 

The whole staff of maidservants,, of 
whom there are over fifty at Bucking- 
ham Palace, are under the control 
of Mrs. Rosalie Dodds, the head house- 
keeper. The maids rise at 6 a.m. in the 
winter and 5.80 a.m. in the summer. 
Breakfast is served in the largé maid. 
servants’ hall at seven o’clock, and, 
three of the muids are selected in 
turn each week to wait on the others 
at meals. 

From eight to noon the maids are 
at work in. the different sets of rooms 
allotted to their charge. Each room 
is then inspected by one of the assist- 
ent housekeepers, of whom ther are 
six, to see that it has been put pro- 
perly in order, and at half-past twelve 
a report is made to Mrs. Dodds _ by: 
the assistant housekeepers that what 
is called the “morning work’ has 
been finished. . 

In the afternoon a certain number 
of the maids are allowed off duty be- 
tween 3 and 6 p.m.. The maids off 
duty have a large and extremely com. 
fortable room to. sit in, where they 
can read, write, or do their own work, 
and where, with the consent of the 
head housekeeper, they can see their 
friends, 

The “outings” of the maidservants 
are arranged by the head housekeeper, 
Kach maid is. allowed out once a week 
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‘bes read almost everything that has 


from 6 to 10 p.m., and she can go out 
when off duty in the afternoon by 
permission of Mrs, Dodds. A whole 
day “‘outing’”’ is given to each maid- 
servant, from noon to ten o'clock, 
once a month. : 

Each girl on entering service at) 
Buckinghem Palace is given a vrint- | 
ed copy of the rules and regulations | 
she will be required to obey, and: 
with which she must make herself | 
thoroughly acquainted. 

For the first month a maid at Buck- 
ingham Palace is regarded as a pro- 
bationer. If, at the end of that time, 
she is not ‘strong enough for the-work, 
or does not like it, she is generally 
found employment at one of the other 
residences oi royalty. 

But as the maids who are promoted | 
to the best puid positions in the 
royal service are usually selected 
from the staff at Buckingham Palace, 
a girl always does her best to quaiuy 
for service under Mrs. Dodds. 

Six of the maids are on what is, 
called the “traveling staff,’’ and al- 
ways travel with Queen Alexanura and 
attend to the pacxing and unpacking

Dr. Kust Kumm landed at Dover, 
Eng., the other day-on the conclusion 
of one-of the most interesting and im- 
portant African. journeys undertaken 
of late years. Dr. Kumm is the head 
of the Soudan United Mission, an or- 
ganization whose staff consists largely 
of university graduates, with represen- 
tatives irom south Africa and Amer- 
ica, anid which has already estabiish- 
ed a line oi posts through the less 
known parts of Nigeria bordering on 
the Central Souaan, and has pene- 
trated as far into the interior of Af- 
rica as that region where Britisn, 
French and German possessions meet | 
on the edge of the Sahara. 

Accompanied by a number of mis- 
sionaries, who were to be left at the 
various stations en route, Dr. Kumm 
started on his great journey in the 
autumn of 1908. When, on the com- 
pletion of his purely missionary work, 
he found himself 900 miles in tne 
heart of Africa, he determined to push 
on through little known and entireiy 
unexplored regions with the ultimate 
object of reaching the Nile. 

Dr. Kumm summed up the results 
of his journey as follows: 

The opening up of a new high roud 
across the Soudan. 

3 Obtaining valuable information 
about the frontier line between Isiam 
and paganism. ; 

Steps taken to intercept and cut off 
the last great high road for the slave 
traffic. A 

Dr. Kumm brings with him a fine 
collection of butterflies, many of them 
new, a mineral] collection, plants and 
ethnological specimens, a new girafie, 
a new buffalé, and specimens of gold, 
silver, tin, and copper, of the two 
former of which he found considerable 
deposits. 

In conversation with Reuter’s repre- 
sentative, Dr. Kumm said the French 
warned him that he would not be al- 
lowed. to pass through the country 
controlled by the Chief Senussi, but 
he was. 

“Senussi,” said Dr. Kumm, “‘is to- 
day doubtless the most powerfu! in- 
dependent Central African chief, and 
is said to be inimical to Europeans. 
A while ago a French Government ex- 
pedition had been cut up by him, and 
two French traders had been killed a 
few months previously. I was receiv- 
ed with every show oi periect friendli- 
ness. We were in severe straits, for L 
hed lost all my oxen and also my best 


“Sonussi afforded me every .assist-- 


anés, provided me with an escort and 
carriers, and supplied me with food. 
He is a dangerous man, and: pos- 
sesses a large number of modern rifies, 
probably . several thousands. I had. 
many interesting conversations with 
ow i and found ‘him to be intelligent. 
and well informed. His palace’ is: 
strongly fortified, and ig situated at. 
the head of a great and beautiful gorge 
in his capital. town of Ndeli. Some of 
his people are . troglodytes, living in 
the surrounding caves. Senussi. has 
devastated the whole country round 
for 200 miles, and one continuualiv 
comes across ruined villages, tae re- 
sults of slave raiding. ‘ 

“Possibly the worst rience of 
my journey was on the Kotto River, 
the main northern tributary of the Mo- 
banghi Congo. When I arrived on the 
bank of this river towards the end of 
the rainy season the stream was in 
full fi The food supply for the 
two hundred people who were with 


me had come to an end, and for five - 


éerribie days and nights we Were en- 
deavoring to cross. We tried every. 
means, und at lust succeeded in get- 
ting everything over to an island in 


mid-stream by meuns of a bridge that . 


we built of creepers. 

_ “For twenty days we had beer 
traversing a foodless country, anu we 
knew that there was another ten days - 


ahezd before we could reaeh the first ° 


village in the Anglo-Egyptian Soudan. 
One man had died of starvation und 
six of my. followers had to be carried, 
as they were too weak to walk. All 
the carriers —- men especially chosen 
for their physique and intelligence— 
were like walking skeletons. 

“The position of one solitary Euro- ‘ 
pean with two hundred depenge, 
including a number of old men 
children belonging to the Mecca pu- 
#rims who were with me, was not an 
enviable one. Imagine, therefore, my 
feelings when, on getting to this 1s- 
land after a terrible period of work, 
a sudden tornado, causing a great rise 
of the river, carried away our bridge 
end left us stranded.
